Gromyko Attacks Shift, 
Says U.S, Sacrificed 
Partition for Middle 
East Oil Interests. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., March 
30 (UP)—The United States asked 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil today to call for an Arab- 
Jewish truce in Palestine, and to 
convene a specia] session of the 
U. N. General Assembly to consider 
“the future government” of the 
Holy Land. @ 

American delegate Warren R. 
Austin declared that a halt to yio- 
lence in Palestine is necessary gor 
international peace. 

Urgency is Cited. 

He sent to the Council a pro- 
posal to call representatives 
the Jews and the Arabs to th 
Council table to arrange a triice. 
The résolution said a truce was 
of the “utmost urgency” in view 
of the “increasing violence and 
disorder“ in Palestine. 

As expected, Austin did not sub- 
mit resolutions to accomplish the 
other parts of the American plan 
for Palestine—a temporary U.N. 
trusteeship and an order to the 
Palestine Partition Commission to 
stop ite efforts to set up inde- 
pendent Arab and Jewish states, 
as recommended by the General 
Assembly last November. 

These probably will be pre- 
sented to a special session of the 
Assembly when and if it ‘is called. 

Gromyko’s Bitter Reply. 

In a bitter reply to Austin, 
Russia's Andrei A. Gromyko said 
there was ‘no reason for the U.N. 
to abandon the partition plan, and 
accused the United States of sac- 
rificing partition for oll and stra- 
tegic interests in the Middle 
East, 

He opposed a temporary U.N, 
trusteeship and said there was no 
need for a special Assembly. This 
was the sharpest clash here thus 
far between Russia and the 
United States over Palestine, Both 
had taken a leading part in push- 
4 25 partition plan through the 
U. N. 


The United States must bear full 
responsibility for any decision to 
kill the partition scheme now, Gro- 
myko declared. He added that 
the United States had abandoned 
partition before the Council had 
made adequate efforts to find out 
whether it could be made to work 
by peaceful means.

Are Knocked Down 
When Strikers Seek to 


Atgment Lines. 


NEW YORK, March 30 (AP)— 
Police and pickets fought on Wall 
street, the heart of world finance, 


Stock and Curb Exchange strikes 
today. 

The fighting was over six min- 
utes after it began, but men were 
knocked down, women screamed 
and police were thrown: to the 
sidewalk. There were a couple of 


broken arms among the pickets. 

Thirty-eight persons, including 
two women, were carted away to 
the Old Slip police station for book- 
ing on disorderly conduct charges 
and two of them were treated for 
injuries. Police said most of the 
men were members of AFL sea- 
men’s unions who had joined the 
AFL financial employes on, the 
picket line. 


Riot Squads to Scene. 


A detective’s head was bleeding 
when he was .picked up from the 
sidewalk in front of the Stock 
Exchange. He was sent to a hos- 
pital. Riot squads of police, ambu- 
lances, mounted officers were 
rushed to the exchange. 

Wall Street was roped off. 
Picket lines were reduced in size. 
Employes of the exchange were 
escorted into the building in 
groups of 50. 

Despite the trouble, trading 

opened promptly at 10 a.m, Brok- 
ers said operations were smoother 
than yesterday. 

Police guards convoyed food in- 
to the stock exchange. Strikers 
walked along the picket line serv- 
ing coffee. 

M. David Keefe, president of the 
AFL United Financial Workers, 
said the police had requested a 
shortened picket line, but he added, 
“we have absolutely no intention 
of seeing our picket lines short- 
ened.” 

We're being intimidated by the 
cops,” he added. 

Police have estimated about 1000 
persons in the picket line, The 
union said 30 per cent more mem- 
bers of the, two AFL maritime 
unions were available for picket 
duty today than yesterday. Union 
sources estimated 1200 sailors par- 
ticipated yesterday.

9 o'clock as the pickets lined up 
before the exchanges on the sec- 
ond day of the strike in the heart 
of the financial center.

Police had difficulty removing 
the arrested men and women 
to patrol wagons after the dis- 
turbance because the men locked 
arms.

Tells of Threat. 


Alice, a blond-haired child, told 
this reporter that her mother had 
once told her that Scott had 
pushed her out of a moving auto- 
mobile and had attempted to run 
over her. Last Sunday during 
the quarrel, Alice said, her father 
threatened to kill her mother. 

When the mother and children 
left the farm home last Sunday, 
Alice said, “We walked part of 
the way to grandma's and then 
we got a lift.” 

Following the shooting of his 
wife, which occurred about 5:30 
p. m., Scott saw a friend in Moun- 
tain Grove, police learned. He 
told the friend that he planned to 
kill three more persons: State 
Senator William H. Robinett of 
Mountain Grove, Sgt. Earl Bark- 
ley of the highway patrol in Moun- 
tain Grove, and Prosecuting At- 
torney Frank Collier of Wright 
county, in which this community 
is situated. 

Asks Protection for Wife. 

Senator Robinett, in Jefferson 
City, said he had been counsel for 
Scott's father in the land title 
case. He said he had received no 
threats, but added that he asked 
the highway patrol to provide pro- 
tection for his wife at their home 
here. Sgt. Barkley said he did 
not know why “Scott should be 
after me.“ Collier was Mrs. Scott's 
attorney a year ago when she 
filed a suit for divorce, which 
later was withdrawn. : 

Scott is 48 years old. His wife 
was 40. They had lived on the 
farm, just across the county line 
in Douglas county, 16 years.

Editorial Appraisal. 


In editorially appraising the out- 
come of the vote fraud conspiracy 
trial, the Kansas City Times 
stated in part; 


“The biggest federal case end- 
ed with acquittals for all eight 
remaining defendants in the case. 
This means that the Government 
didn’t make a case to convince 
the jury. These defendants and 
some others from previous cases, 
of course, are personally cleared, 

‘The Government's difficulties 
in finding guilty persons and nail- 
ing down responsibility in court 
run all the way through the in- 
vestigation and prosecution. There 
is abundant evidence to show the 
commission of shocking frauds. 
There has been little evidence 
available to show conclusively who 
is responsible. 

“Unusual obstacles have been 
in the way. To prove a case un- 
der federal law, the prosecution 
must show not only fraud but a 
conspiracy. Vital evidence in such 
cases is the evidence from ballot 
boxes. The most important ballots 
were stolen before the Federal 
Government ever came Into the 
investigation, 


“Proof of conspiracy also re- 


quires witnesses. Because of the 
long delay, the trail had become 
cold and many witnesses had be- 
come vague about their testimony. 
Some refused to testify. 

Question of Quality. 

“And this last case demonstrat- 
ed a big difficulty, which is the 
quality of witnesses. The Govern- 
ment attempted to prove that the 
defendants had taken part in a 
ghost-voting ring. The only peo- 
ple who could testify were per- 
sons who said they, too, had joined 
in the fraud and had operated as 
part of a ring. Only such persons 
could possibly claim knowledge of 
the inside details. 


“But it is easy to see how a- 


jury could be dubious about the 
integrity of the witnesses and their 
testimony. This case came down 
to diametrically opposed state- 
ments of these witnesses and the 
defendants. The jurors heard both 
sides and refused to convict, 
“Phelps and the FBI (once it 
was ordered into the investiga-

to uncover vote fraud facts, But 
their chances of success had large- 
ly dwindled before they started. 
They are left largely in the po- 
sition of proving that flagrant 
fraud was committed by parties 
unknown.”

Vandenberg Urges Action, 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, today urged quick Sen- 
ate approval of $463,000,000 aid 
for China. He said the situation 
in that country is “touch and go.” 

Early passage of the measure, 
he told the Senate, will make pos- 
sible a final conference committee 
report, on all foreign aid by this 
weekend. ' 

The conference will be set up 
following Senate passage of the 
China aid bill and House passage 
of its over-all aid measure. 

In the House bill are $5,300,000,- 
000 for a European Pring pro- 
gram; $570,000,000 aid for China; 
$275,000,000. military aid for 
Greece and Turkey, and $60,000,000 
for the United Nations’ interna- 
tional children’s. fund. 

The Senate has completed ac- 
tion on the European recove 
program and the Greek-Turkis 
military aid bill. However, dif- 
ferences in the ERP provisions 
passed by the two houses, as well 
as in the China aid bill, will have 
to be ironed out.

Then, giving his indorsement to 
Stephens, and referring to Mat- 
tingly’s close alliance with Kauf- 
mann, he said that he considered 
Stephens the “appropriate man to

Nolte wrote that it had been his 
policy to avoid taking sides in 
intra-party election contests, but 
that developments in St. Louis 
politics had forced him to alter 
previous policies.

STOCKHOLM, March 30 (UP)— | 
Swedish police with sabers broke 
up a crowd of 5000 in south Stock- 
holm last night, the third mysteri- 
ous riot in four days. Fifty-six 

ersons have been arrested ‘and 
six hospitalized. 

The rioting started last Friday 
and continued ‘over the weekend. 
Police refused to report on its 
origin. Russian hkroadcasts have 
charged that Sweden has a “war 
psychosis.”

RUSSIA CHARGES 
U.S. DIRECTS SPY | 
RING IN GERMAN y 


LONDON, March 30 (UP)—The | 
Moscow radio charged today that 
Russia had uncovered an Ameri- | 
can-directed spy ring of former 
German army officers operating 
out of western Germany, Austria 


and Sweden to learn the secrets 


of the Soviet zone. 


Moscow said the leader of the 
group operating in the Soviet zone 
had been captured and had con- 
fessed. He was identified as Col. 
Gerhard Pinkert, former regimen- 
tal commander of the Branden- 
burg Division. 

“He confessed he was a’ mem- 
ber of an illegal Fascist organiza- 
tion existing in the western occu- 
patfon zone of Germany, consist- 
ing of officers of the former Ger- 
man army who are being used by 
the American intelligence service 
for espionage in the Soviet zone,” 
the Moscow radio said.

labor. A significant part of the difference

town's building code, 

Tod local code is supposed to confine 
itself to protecting life, limb, property, But 
many of the 2000 codes pad the incomes 
of contractors, coddle manufacturers and 
dealers in certain materials, favor crafts- 
men whose unions are politically wise. 


When it comes to political preferment, 


St. Louis“ love—and Denver's too—is like 
a red, red brick, Chicago's is plaster, New 
York's an expensive surplusage of struc- 
tural steel and extra traps and vents for 
the plumbing.

To catch up with inventions of recent

It may be ‘that your code compels you to 
have unnecessarily thick walls or provide 
floors for such live loads as won't occur 
even at your wake, The National Bureau 
‘of Standards and most testing agencies

tarded. Transportation shall be 
provided by the Board of Educa- 
tion for such children, to and 
from classes. 

In instances where such chil- 
dren are unable to attend the spe- 
cial classes, the Board of Educa- 
tion is authorized to provide a 
qualified home inetructor. 

The present law authorizes 
state aid of $750 a year for each 
teacher employed for special 
classes for handicapped children. 
The new act authorizes the state 
to pay the difference between the 
average per capita school cost 
for a normal pupil, and that for a 
handicapped child in a _ special. 
class, The maximum differential 
to be paid by the state varies 
from $100 to $300 a year, depend- 
ing on the type of disability. 
Donnelly signed another bill au- 
thorizing a temporary increase in 
state pensions paid to blind per- 
sons, from the present a 
month to $35. The increase: is 
effective until June 30,

He is 
represented in art as a ‘delicate 
youth of almost feminine beauty, 
and he is shown with a flower 
crown, a bridal veil and a bridal 
torch; sometimes he appears with 
wings. 


Among the ancient Greeks, Hy- 
men had a part in the people's 
marriage ceremonies, When a 
wedding procession waited before 
the house of the bride, this deity 
was honored and his blessing in- 
voked. And as the bride was con- 
ducted from her father’s house to 
that of her husband, Hymen was 


again paid the respects due to the 


god of marriage.
